Wonverrut Errecrs or Atmospreric E- 
Lectricity. A respectable physician, in a late 
number of Silliman's Journal, relates the fol- 
Jowing curious account of an Jlectrical Lady. 
He states that during a somewhat extraordina- 
ry display of the northern lights, the person in 
qu2stion became so highly charged with elec- 
tricity. as to give out vivid electrical sparks 
from the end of each finger to each of the com- 
pany present. This did not cease with the 
heavenly phenomenon, but continued for sever- 
al months, during which time she was con- 
stantly charged, and giving off electrical sparks 
to every conductor she approached. This was 
extremely vexatious, as she could not touch the 
slove nor any metalic utensil, without first giv- 
ing off an electrical spark, with the consequent 
twinge. The state most unfavorable to this 
phenomenon was an atmosphere of about 
eighty degrees Farenheit, moderate exercise 
and social enjoyment. It disappeared in any 
atmosphere approaching to zero, and under the 
debilitating influence of fear. When seated by 
the stove, reading, with her feet upon the fen- 
der, she gave sparks at the rate of three or four 
a minute; and under the most favorable cir- 
camstances, a spark that could be seen, heard, 
or felt, passed every second! She could 
charge others in the same way, when insula- 
ted, who could then give sparks to others. To 
make it satisfactory that her dress did not pro- 
duce it, it was changed to cotton end woollen, 
without altering the phenomenon. The lady 
is about thirty, of sedentary pursuits, and del- 
icate state of health, having for two years pre- 
viously suffered from acute rheumatism and 
peuralgic affections, with peculiar symptoms.

It is better for 
creditors to be patient than by vainly attempt- 
ing to secure immediate payments, destroy the 
very means by which their future accomplish- 
ment would be certain.”

FALSE PRIDE. 

It has always been a matter of regret to me, 
that false pride could not be made, like theft, a 
criminal offence. It is the parent of sbowt as 
many ¢rimes as any other vice—for such 1 
hold it to be—at least same descriptions of it. 
Wherever it is, it generally leads to impfoprie- 
ty. How many hodeat men have been made 
scoundrels by the false pride of a foolish wife 
and extravagant family.! It is 2 compound of 
ignorance, deception and envy, and the world 
is full of it. So long as it operates on individ- 
uals alone, it is a matter of trifling cousidera- 
tion ; but strange as it may appear, its influence 
srikes toithe very root of a virtuous and Sour 
ishing community. Like intemperance, it és 
assuming the shape of a national calamity, 
and merits the serious reflection of Te- 
former. Thousands who have gone forth as 
armed knights upon a crasade against manifest 
evils, have, in themselves, been slaves to this 
insidious enemy. Self love may prompt a man 
to do a good action, but false pride has never, 
it is incompatible with its nature. In our own 
country, its chief mischief consists in making 
labor a degradation, thus striking at the very 
foundation of our prosperous condition as @ 
|people. There never was an age, perhaps, 
where so much scheming was resorted to, to 
lavoid hard work—no period that could exhibit 
so many Jeremy Diddlers, above stairs and be- 
low, or manifest such a wild spirit of specula- 
| tion, as the preseut. 

The rich man to-day is the Lazarus of to» 
|morrow! Fortunes are staked upon the rise 
pone fall of stocks, as upon the east of a die.— 
‘Cities are created by fraudulence. In the 
/morning all eyes are cast upon the master 
| spirit of enterprise, and the evening finds him 
\a disgraced man within the walls of a prison. 
| Ingenuity itself is thunderstruck at the cowat- 
‘lesa methods adopted to retain soft hands. 
Why does this great disposition so extensively 
prevail? Not for the security of happiness, 
for it is fruitful with poignant anxiety—not for 
health, for it frequently enervates and destroys.

Rasu Exreriment. The Philadelphia (U. 
S.) Gazette publishes the following account of 
the sudden and awful death of one of the work- 
men engaged in a brewery in Philadelphia, who 
proposed to his employers to clean one of the 
empty vats by a process used in Germany, viz:

RIGHT OF SUFFRAGE. 

This right is one of the most essential to the 
preservation of a free government. It lays at 
‘the bottom of all other rights and without its 
safe protection and high regard, all other rights 
are but poorly secured. There is no feature in 
a republican form of government that should 
be watched with more jealous care—there is 
no institution upon which we should guard 
more watchfully against any infringement. It 
|is emphatically the palladium of our rights, 
and its purity should be most scupulously pre- 
served. 

That there have been many things within 
the past few years tending to impair the 
strength and purity of this sacred institution, 
| seems to us hardly to admit ofa doubt. There 
have been laws enacted, there have been acts 
committed by grave and reverend bodies with- 
out the pretext of law, there have been deeds 
|done, which, whether with or without the ex- 
cuse of legal precedent, have had nothing of 
the color of common justice—which should 
justly alarm the careful citizen for the security 
of this inestimable right. We now propose 
only to consider those which have been done 
under the color and form of Jegal authority. 

It is the duty of the government to provide 
against fraud atthe bailot box—to see that none 
but those entitled to the elective franchise are 
| permitted in its exercise, and that then a proper 
| expression is given to the voice of the people as 
| spoken from the ballot box. Farther than this 
it has no right to go, and farther than this 
it infringes upon the right of free suffrage and 
jendangers its security. The check«list is an 
ample security against illegal voting ; the 
other laws which we have are almost as com- 
| plete a safeguard against the right and true ex- 
pression of the public will. © The counting and 
returning of votes have been too narrowly 
hedged in among- forms and _ technicalities. 
| There is too little liberality allowed in the de- 
termination of the result. It has become so 
that upon a closely balanced election, the result 
|is made to depend not upon the nicety or clear- 
_ness of the majority. but upon the technicalities 
and forms which the returning officers may

returning officer nominate the legislators and 
govetnors and jadges of the republic for terms 
of years. It would be an infinite saving, in 
point of expense, over that Jaw which makes 
every election a legalised game of ten-pins in 
which the adversary that knocks down most of 
what the people have set up, wins the victoty. 

It is not republican to build a wall of forms 

around the right of suffrage ; the right itself 
is worse than valueless if it does not rise above 
technical ceremonies. There is only one true 
republican rule for the casting, counting and re- 
_turning of votes, and that is to find out what 
has been the voice of the people through that 
great and sacred mouth piece—the ballot box. 
All other form in law, all other discretion in 
officia! declaration, is anti-republican and a 
fraud upon the people. They have said in 
their majesty what should and what should not 
be ; vox populi, rox dei—the voice of the peo- 
ple is the voice of God; let it not be changed 
into “ the voice of the people is what interested 
men choose to let it be.” 

We make these remarks in relation to no ex- 

isting case. While laws exist they should be 
observed ; but if they are wrong let them be 
altered. We believe our whole law of elections 
should be remodeled. We have no faith in 
that republicanism which sets form above sub- 
stance—which bases its proceedings on profess- 
ed regard to public will and then cheats the 
people out of their expressed will by technical 
quibbles. The law should, instead of throw- 
‘ing obstacles in the way, aid in giving effect to 
the voice of the ballot box. Instead of disfran- 
chising a thousand for the negligence of a single 
individual, it should provide for the safe expres- 
sion of their voice, and against the carelessness 
to which men will be liable. If a return is not 
received in time, Jet it be sent for; if not right- 
ly directed. send for another; if the clerk's sig- 
nature is wanting, obtain it; if an error of form 
is apparent, let itbe rectified ; if fraud has been 
practiced, let it be remedied and its perpetrators 
be punished ; if the fault of a warning officer 
has rendered the vote of a town which decides 
the result, illegal, rather let the whole election 
be set aside than disfranchise a body of free- 
men for that their constable has been stupid or 
wilful or both. Let every clause of the elec- 
tion law have for its aim the best method of 
obtaining and ascertaining the expression of the 
voice of the people.— Barre Gazette.

We have seldom hired a good milker. Fe- 
males are better than men, they have more pa- 
tience. A good milker will obtain at least one 
quarter more cream than one that milks slowly. 
We have often proved this ; we hired one sum- 
mer aman from New Hampshire who had 
maraged a farm for several vears. He was 
clever, but extremely moderate ; we then had 
four cows in milk, and discovered our slow 
milker was fast drying up our cows ; we con- 
cluded to give him our aid and let him milk 
only two; on the first trial 
same quantity that we did. In one week we 
obtained one quart more than he ata milking : 
he said his cows were not equal to ours ; we 
then shifted, and obtained, within nine days 
more milk from his cows than he did from ours; 
this was wholly to be ascribed 10, his moderate 
milking ; for we left none in the udder.—Bos- 
ton Cultivator.

EXTRAORDINARY ESCAPE. 
The Breton, of Nantes, gives an account of 
‘the extraordinary escape from destruction of a 
gentleman. It appears that this individual, 
who is both a sportsman and naturalist, wish- 
ing to pass the day ona little is!and, or rather 
rock, which is at a distance of two leagues from 
the main shore, was landed there by some 
boatman, who were to return for him before 
the evening. The wind, however, blowing up 
suddenly with much violence, the boatmen 
| were unable to return, and he was compelled to 
pass the night upon the rock. For some time 
his situation although highly disagreeable, as 
|it was very cold, and he was without a cloak, 
was not one of real danger, but as the night ad- 
vanced the sea became more agitated, and the 
waves dashed over the rock with such force, 
that to prevent his being washed off he was 
‘obliged to lie down, and grasp any little pro- 
_jecting parts with his hands. He had remain- 
‘ed in this situation for some time, when he un- 
fortunately let go his hold, and fell a depth of 
‘twenty feet into a sort of basin, at the base of 
the rock, full of water, and the waves dashing 
into it. Here he must inevitably have been 
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tained by his coat becoming entangled with an 
angle of the rock. On his recovery from the 
effects of his fall, he was enabled, by great en- 
ergy, to regain the summit where he passed 
the remainder of the night. In the morning 
the weather was stil! so bad that he could en- 
tertain no hope of succor, and his little store of 
| provisions, consisting of a bottle of wine and a 
piece of bread, which he had placed in a crevs 
ice, having been carried away by the sea, 
‘would have been destined to experience the 
pangs of hunger in aggravation of the other 
horrors of his situation, if he had not shot a 
‘cormorant on the preceding day, which was 
‘still in his pouch. He succeeded, notwith- 
standing the unsavoriness of the meal,in take- 
ing a portion of this bird, and his hunger was 
appeased. ‘Towards the middle of the day he 
was perceived by the crew of a fishing vessel 
which was running to port; but the sea was 
|toc violent, and the wind too high, for them to 
render assistance, and he was compelled to pass 
another dreadful night, in which the cold was 
so intense, that he has since said he felt relief 
in the kind of warmth imparted by the waves 
as they broke over him. At the break of the 
third day, the weather having moderated, a 
pilot vessel appeared. As soon as the pilots 
had cast anchor, they sent their little boat to 
the rock ; but the sea still ran so high that two 
attempts to take him on board failed. On the 
third, the gentleman, in the energy of despair. 
leaped into the boat, which, but for a rapid 
manceuvre of the rowers, he would have upset, 
and in a short time was landed at home, in a 
dreadful state of exhaustion, but truly grateful 
to Providence for his escape.—French paver.

give to moral suasion its greatest force, and 
which rear the tender thought to the ripe vigor 
of its highest usefulness; how can we conceive 
any state of imperfect, erring, dependent man 
more truly enviable than that of the industri- 
| ous, laboring, prolific farmer of New England, 
who live according to the best light of their own 
experience? The merchant fails nine times in

AWFUL CALAMITY. 

The most awful calamity perhaps that has 
ever been recorded in the history of this coun- 
try occurred on Monday night, Jan. 13, on 
Long Island Sound. The Steamboat Lexing- 
ton, commanded by Captain Childs, left New 
York for Stonington on Monday, January 13th, 
at three o'clock in the afternoon, with a large 
freight, consisting principally of cotton, and 
nearly one hundred passengers. At seven 
o'clock, when about two miles from Eaton’s 
Neck, Long Island, the cotton, wood work, and 
casings around the flues, were discovered to be 
on fire. The wind at that time was blowing 
fresh from the north, and every effort to check 
the fire by means of the engine and hose pipe, 
or otherwise, proved unsuccessful. The boat 
was then turned towards the Connecticut 
shore, and driven with all speed in that direc- 
tion, until ihe wind blew the flames and smoke 
back to such an extent, that it was found im- 
possible to steer any longer, or remain in the 
stern of the boat. The passengers at this time 
were all in the forward part of the boat, and 
the fire amidship prevented any communication 
with those in the after part. The boat was 
then turned again with her head towards Long 
Island shore, but had not run far, when the til- 
Jer ropes parted and she became wholly unman- 


azeable. In this frightful state,a rush was 
made by all on board to the small boats, of 


which there were three, besides a life boat. The 
life boat was lost in the confusion of the mo- 
ment, and such was the panic that took posses- 
sion ofall minds, that the three remaining boats 
were hoisted out while the burning boat was 
under full head-way. and after being filled with 
passengers, immediately swamped, on being 
cut loose from the steamboat. Soon after, the 
engine gave way, and the boa: became entirely 
useless and unmanageable, drifting about on 
the sea, while the flames were sweeping over 
her from bow to stern. The scene which then 
ensued was most appalling, and baffles al! at- 
tempts at description. Bales of cotton, tranks, 
boxes, and every thing that offered the least pos- 
sible chance of saving life, were heaved over- 
board, and the passengers threw themselves out 
of the burning wreck into the freezing sea, 
<linging to such articles as they could reach. 
In this way all on board left the boat to perish 
in the cold and in the waves. 

Captain Chester Hilliard is as yet the only 
‘passenger known to be saved, and from whom 
these particulars have been yathered, statco 
that after all had left the decks of the boat he 
tied a rope around a bale of cotton, fastening 
“one end ef it to his body, threw it overboard 
and leaped after it. Soon after being over- 
board he discovered a man floating near him, 
calling for help. He extended bis hand, caught 
hold of him, and dragged him upon the bale of 
<otton with himself. This man proved to be 
one of the hands, and after remaining on the 
bale of cotton some hours, died from cold and 
exhaustion. Soon after this he saw a woman 
floating by, struggling with the waves, with 
her dead babe in her arms, cruing for help! 
Capt. H. made several unsuccessful efforts to 
reach her, and saw her sink into the waves to 
rise no more forever! The fire of the boat lit 
up the most terrific scene that the imagination 
can paint. Human beings floating around in 
every direction ; some living, some dead ; some 
struggling to reach the boat to perish in the 
flames ; some striving to gain a fragment or 
bale of cotton; and some shrieking their last 
wild shriek of despair ; sinking into the cold 
flood of death; husbands calling on their 
wives ; wives calling on their husbands ; fath- 
ers, mothers, and sons, plunged into eternity, 
with the heart rending cries of agony dying on 
their lips. What heart but sickens at the pic- 
ture however feebly wrought ? 

Captain H. remained on the bale of cotton, 
the wind changing to a souther!y direction un- 
til eleven o'clock, Tuesday morning, when he 
was taken up, together with the dead body of 
his companion, by the sloop Merchant of South- 
port, having been exposed to the severity of the 
coldest weather we have had this winter, fifteen 
hours! It is a miracle that he lived. The 
burning of the boat was seen from Bridgeport 
and from Southport, but all efforts to render 
any assistance from either place proved una- 
vailing until Tuesday, when the steamer Nim- 
tod, on its return from New York, went out to 


the wreck. but discovered nothing but fragments | 


and dead bodies. The pilot and one of the 
hands were found floating on a bale of cotton, 
and were taken off by the sloop, butin such a 
state of insensibility that they could not be 
transferred to the Nimrod. There is too much 
season to fear that the three are the ondy survi- 
vors, yet it is possible that others may have been 
saved in the same manner. The boat drifted 
up the Sound with the tide, and was burning 
eight hours before she sank. Capt. H. states 
that she sank at three o‘clock as he marked the 
time with his watch ! Captain H. is now at 
Bridgeport, detained in consequence of exhaus- 
tion and exposure. He has command of the 
packet ship Mississippi, running between New 
York and New Orleans, and was returning to 
Norwich, his native place, on a visit to his 
friends. There were but six or eight ladies on 
board, and two or three children, all of whom 
perished.

the disaster, on a single bale of cotton, and on 
reaching the shore, walked three quarters of a 
‘mile to a house. He was so exhausted as to 
be unable tospeak. His name is David Craw- 
ley. His escape is most miraculous. He was 
on the water two days and two nights, on a bale 
of cotton. How human nature could hold out 
so long, in such inclemant weather, we are ata 
loss to conceive. His fingers and both feet 
were frozen as stiff as marble. His boots had 
to be cut off. He was 
hat. He wasthe second mate of the Lexington. 
and lives at Providence. The physician who 
visited him expressed strong hcpes of his re- 
covery. 

Captain William Terrell, master of the sloop 
Improvement, was, with his vessel, within four 
or five niles of the Lexington at the time she 


commenced burning, and thinks if he had im-| 
mediately repaired to her assistance he could, 


have saved a great number of lives. The rea- 
son he gives for not doing so is that he would 
have lost his tide over the bar, at the port to 
which he was bound, and accordingly he pur- 
sued his inhuman course, leaving upwards of 


one hundred persons to die the worst of deaths. , 


The circumstances of this unparalleled cruelty 
will hereafter be more clearly exposed. 

The steamboat Statesman,which was des- 
patched from New York on Thursday morning 
to cruise in the Sound, in search of bodies and 
property from the wreck, arrived at Bridgeport, 
having visited all the bays and inlets.on both 
sides of the Sound, and having found a body 
and seven or eight trunks. Four other bodies 
had also been found, viz. of two seamen, a child 
and a young man. 

About thirty trunks and chests had gone upon 
the Long Island shore. Several of them are 
described. Among them is a chest containing 
six or seven thousand dollars in specie. 

The number of passengers, including chil- 
dren, as far as ascertained, after making all cor- 
rections, appears to be seventy-six ; und of the 
boats company thirty-five. Total on board as 
far as ascertained, one hundred and eleven; of 
whom only four are supposed to be now living.

Preventive Remepy ror Hypropnosia. 
Let oyster shells, previously well washed, be 
thrown ona bed of live coals and there re- 
main until they are thoroughly calcined, reduce 
them to a fine powder in a mortar, and of this 
powder, take,in a little good wine and water, 
two table spoons heaping full, (let the spoons be 
of the size of common silver ones) every sec- 
ond morning, fasting until it has been taken 
three or fourtimes. The patient must abstain 
from food six hours after taking the dose, and 
during the whole of the treatment must avoid 
every thing of an oily nature; he is not per- 
mitted to drink anything during the six hours 
after taking the medicine,and he must com- 
mence taking it as soon as he can after being 
bitien.

New Process or Tanninc. The hide is! 
made into a bag by sewing the edges together, | 
and then filled with liquor, so that the pressure 
of the fluid, in its own effort to escape, forces it 
through the pores of the hides ; as it passes, 
the tanning is siezed on by the gelatine, and! 
the liquor comes out on the other side, having | 
left the tanning behind it. In this way, the 
thickest hide will be perfectly tanned in about 
fourteen days, while it would require as many 
months on the old system. There have been 
many previous attempts to tan by pressure, but 
they have all proceeded on the supposition | 


that very great and powerful pressure was re- 


quired. Every one of these plans has failed, | 
because although the tanning was accomplish- 
ed, the hides were rendered useless from the 
straining and distortion occasioned by the im- 
mense presstre. Besides, the apparatus re- 
quired for each hide has been found too costly 
for practical purposes.— English paper.

CONGRESS. 


Monpay, Jan. 27. In the Senate, the Vice 
President communicated a report from the War 
Department, containing an estimate of the 
money required to complete the Cumberland 
road through Ohio, Indiana and Illinois. A 
message from the President was received with 
the correspondence between Mr. Stevenson 
and the British Government, in relation to the 
slaves belonging to American citizens which 
were set free at Bermuda. 

Mr. Webster offered a resolution directing 
the Committee on Commerce to inquire into 
the expediency of revising and amending the 
laws relating to steam navigation. 

In the House, the question on the rule rela- 
tive to abolition petitions came up. and Mr. 
Johnson was entitled to the floor. He howev- 
er yielded it at the request of Mr. Jones. 
Chairman of the Committee ef Ways and 
Means, who thereupon reported from that com-

When he was dismissed by the British, he 
tilled for his gun, which during the operation of 
tarring and feathering had been taken from him. 
“ Take the gun and be d d!” said the offi- 
ter who had commanded the tarring and feath- 
ering party ; “you'll be the last Yankee, I'll 
be stvorn, who will come here to purchase a 
musket. 

“ But not the Jast that will use one,” said 
Ditson, as he grasped the weapon, “and mark 
me, Sir, Ill have my revenge.” 

“ The cock is clear game,” said the officer, 
turning to his companions with a laugh, “ but 
he had better ruffle his feathers on his own 
dunghill !” 

Ditson, by the aid of soap and warm water, 
got rid of his feathery coat; but the idea of the 
insult clung to his mind, burning deeper and

deeper like the shirt of Nessus. He longed 
for an opportunity of revenge. It was the 


theme of his thoughts waking or sleeping.

“T aimed” said Ditson, “ particularly at the 
officers ; and the first man J dropped was the 
commander of the tar ketle. That did me 
more good than’ the best dinner I ever ate in 
my life. “There!” I could'nt help exclaiming 
—I told you I'd have my revenge!” Half a 
dozen shots were fired into the tree—but they 
were fired at random, for I was well secured 
in the boughs, and only two bullets went 
through my hat. My bosom felt lighted as 
soon us the officer fell. The tar seemed, as it 
were, to loosen from my skin, and I felt fifty 
per cent, better. ~ But still I had not completed 
my revenge.

He recovered from his wound, and fought’ 
‘through the war; and although naturally brave 
and attached to his country, his courage and 
his patriotism were not a little stimulated by 
the remembrance of the tar and feathers. No 
single arm sent a greater number to their final 
jaccount He at length saw his country free. 
|Her injuries were redressed and so were his’ 
own. 

He lived to be an old man. Poverty visited 
his hut. Every thing that could be spared 
was sold, except the old musket. He would 
shoulder that, 


** And show how fields were won.” 


Then as his eye gleamed at the recollection of 
the never-to-be-forgotien insult, he would ex- 


claim. “It was all owing to the tarand feath- 
ers. But I had my revenge !"—Baltimore 
Clipper.

TYPE STICKERS. 

The instances are not rare in which those 
bred to the profession of printing have become 
distinguished and honored. To say nothing of 
Franklin, the beacon light of the craft, we have 
in our day more than one instance of this hon- 
orable distinction. Isaac Hill, late Governor 
of New Hampshire, was a journeyman prin- 
ter; Samuel T. Armstrong, late Mayor of Bos- 
ton, was once a journeyman printer; Chaun- 
cey L. Knapp, the Secretary of State in Ver- 
mont, was a printer. And what is of more 
consequence, in the editorial profession, some 
of the most distinguished were regularly bred 
in the craft. Charles G. Greene, the popular 
editor of the Boston Morning Post, was once a 
ragged little roller boy. James L. Homer, late 
editor of the Boston Centinel, was brought up 
on pica and brevier. We recollect, many years 
since, of seeing a tow-headed, overgrown boy, 
in an obscure printing office in Vermont. 
That boy is now Horace Greely, the talented 
editor of the New Yorker. Caleb Foote, late 
a member of the Governor’s Council and the 
worthy editor of the Salem Gazette, served his 
apprenticeship as a “printer's devil.” Of 
equally obscure origin was the editor of the 
New York Spirit of the Times, Mr. William 
T. Porter. The first we ever saw of H. Has- 
tings Weld, the editor of the New York Sun, 
and a clever writer for various magazines, &c., 
was in a printing office at Lowell, when he 
was no higher in grade than “ printer's devil.” 
The truth is if a boy das genius, the art of prin- 
ting will draw it out and set it to work. 
Printers with the same amount of natural tal- 
ent, always make the most popular editors, be- 
eause they imbibe the tact of the profession. 
Schooled among “types and shadows,” they 
have every opportunity of studying public taste,

than a mite even, and in a moment he is, as by | 
|magic, as deaf as anadder. Ask him to leave, 
| for a little while, his inglorious occupation, and | 
ilend his influence to promote the public good— | 
to aid the cause of education and advance the 
interests of society, if it be no more than to sub- | 
scribe for a newspaper, or pay what he alrea- 
dy owes the printer, and in a_ twinkling, his 
ears become sealed so that we might speak to 
him in a voice of thunder and he would not 
hear us. 
| He does not seem to consider that riches are | 
very uncertain, often taking to themselves 
wings, and flying away with the rapidity of the , 
moments. That though he can now count his 
millions upon millions, and tell of the many, 
pains and sleepless nights which they cost him, 
he must socn go to that “ narrow house ap- 
pointed for all the living,” and Jeave them all 
behind. That when death, the grand equalizer 
of all things, sends his summons he must obey ; 
and that rich and poor, bond and free, are then 
alike, as all causes of these distinctions must be 
left upon the shores of time. 

But however unphilosophical the cause may 
be, of this miserly spirit in community, we 
know that it nevertheless exists. The ‘love of 
money’ now, as it was in the time of Solomon, 
is very ardent and exceedingly detrimental to 
the interests of society. For it is impossible 
for men to keep up a spirit of sociability and 
accominodation, when their souls are entirely 
locked up in avarice, so that the eloquence of 
a Demosthenes or a Cicero would not melt| 
them to pity, or cause their souls to expand be- 
yond the confines of their own pecuniary in- 
lerests. 

Deception is another prominent evil, and one 
which often grows out of that which we have 
just considered. And it is as impossible for 
society to be perfect where this evil exists, as 
where the other does. Under the head of de- 
ception may be ranked all manner of lying, both 
directly ard indirectly. Ard he who lies in- 
directly, so as to have his character stand fair 
in the world, is more to be feared than the one 
who tells an open falsehood. 

If only one individual practices deception to 
any considerable extent,a whole community 
may differ therefrom. One more pillar is want- 
ing under the social edifice. The harmony of 
ihe system is disturbed, and there is danger of 
destruction to society. And if the infidelity of 
but one is so severe in its effects—if it may be 
felt throughout the whole community, whet can 
we expect where several or even a majority of 
the members of society daily practice deception 
toa greater or less extent ? 

Start not! gentle reader, at the apparent pre- 
sumption manifested in the intimation that the 
mass of mankind are deceivers. Start not! nor 
condemn me hastily. But rather turn your at- 
tention to the customs of the world, for a few 
moinents, and then say if the intimation is very 
far from the truth. 

It may not be, as some have contended and 
even now contend, that the great body of the 
people are dunces, and go about practicing de- 
ception when they know it does them no good. 
But generally, it is when they think it to be 
for their interest that they deceive. When 
they think that they can gain a good bargain 
by it, or win the applause of all jockeys and 
sharpers throughout the land. 


Indeed has it not become quite fashionable 
to tell a pretty good story when making a bar- 
gain? And is not he who is the shrewdest 
deceiver considered to be the most valuable cit- 
\izen; and as such, is not his name bandied 
jabout until it becomes as familiar as ‘ house- 
hold words” to all in community? If so, how 


‘community. 
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But this species of deception is not confined 
to horse trading alone. It extends to all the 
deals between man and man, and is injurious to 
society in agrent degree. And it is a ques- 
tion which should not be hastily decided, wheth- 
er or nothis kind of deceiving tends more to 
disorganize society than direct and open lying: 
For while under the system of open lying, hon- 
est men Stand a chance of be!ng confided in as 


‘they ought to be, and the deceiver is readily 


detected and shunned, the other course makes 
it hard to tell who are honest and who are dis- 
honest, because men appear to be most upright 
in their deal when they are deceiving you to 
the greatest extent. This leads those who 
mean to be honest to look upon human nature 
as a bundle of rascality, and they choose rather 


‘to buffet the ills of life single handed, than td 


confide in a society composed of such base ma- 
terials. We need not, however, stop to inquire 
which of these practices is the most injurious 
as neither of them can exist in a well ordered

BOSTON CORRESPONDENCE. 
Bostos, Feb. 13, 1240. 

The bill repealing the license law of 1838, having 
passed in both houses to be enacted, was signed by 
Gov. Morton on Tuesday last. It is somewhat te- 
markable, that this is the first bill or resolve that has 
met his signature as Governer ; and the pen that per- 
formed the deed is said to be carefully preserved asa 
precious relic by Counsellor Gill. 

For several days past, the subject of amending out 
Constitution has been under discusston in the popular 
branch of the Legislature. Many speeches have been 
made ; and the proposition, though not without serious 
objections, is favorably entertained by the House. The 
proposed amendment provides that the Senatorial Dis- 
tricts now existing shall be permanent. The Senate 
shall consist of forty members, but at least one Senator 
shall be assigned to each district. It right/y provides 
that the number of Senators in the several Districts 
shall be based om population and not on taxation, as is_

containing twelve hundred inhabitants to have one

Who lent the whole 
weight of his high office and his personal pop- 
ularity against the National Bank because it 
would not consent to become a political engine ? 
Who, in his inveterate hostility to that institu- 
tion, for that cause only, withdrew from it the 
government deposits in violation of law ? 
Who, after crushing the National Bank, held 
out the government deposits as a bribe to State 
Banks? Who placed the government money, 
not in the dest and soundest of the state institu- 
tions, but in such only, and without regard to 
their character in other respects as were under 
the managemeut of his partizans ? Who di- 
rected the Banks thus selected to loan the pud- 
lic money out liberally ? 

The answer to all these questions is matter 
of history.— Andrew Jackson and his pliant 
Secretaries. 

And to whom were the public monies loaned 
by these selected Banks? ‘To the merchant, 
the manufacturer, the mechanic—for legitimate 
purposes of business ? Oh, no. To none of 
these but still to partizans. I can speak for 
the Pet Banks in Boston, for I was then a res- 
ident there. They never had any money for 
business men unless they were also Jackson 
men. The same principle governed them ir 
making loans which governed Jackson in se- 
lecting them as treasury agents ; and to be a 
thorough going, full “ whole hog Jackson 
man” was equivalent to giving a good endor- 
ser. 

This, Sir, is “the moderm system of Bank- 
ing” and to this system your Mr. Penn al- 
ludes. But he knows little of the subject he is 
writing about, and little of the history of the 
past ten years, if he thinks to lift this modern 
system from the shoulders of his party and 
place it upon those of the whigs. 

At the commencement of the strife, Mr. Ed- 
itor, the whigs entered their solemn protest 
against mixing up the currency of the country 
with politics; they predicted all the evils 
which have flowed from it, and did their ut- 
most to stay the madman in his course who 
thus rashly periled the prosperity of his coun- 
try to gratify personal revenge or promote his 
schemes of ambition. I agree with Penn, fully, 
upon the evils of this “ modern system of bank- 
ing” but instead of seeking a remedy ina sub- 
treasury scheme—another device to place the 
public money in the hands of partizans and to 
make it an engine of corruption—I say give us 
back our old system our State Banks for local 
affairs and one National Bank as the great 
regulator of the currency—the great instru- 
ment for equalizing the exchanges, and the free 
unshackled government agent. Give us back 
the old system under which we grew and pros- 
pered beyond precedent—cut polities loose from 
Banking, and leave Banks to the management 
of honest men. 

At the risk of being tedious, I must say one 
word about the Bank of the United States and 
the United Szates Bank. 

Your Mr. Penn—without making the asser- 
tion—intends to have his readers identify these 
two Institutions. As I said before, he knows 
little of the history of the past ten years or he 
interds wilfully to mislead—In plainer words, 
he is tgnorant or false, and in either case a 
poor teacher. 

The Bank of the United States was a xa- 
tional institution. It was bound to receive at 
all points and disburse at all points the public 
revenue, without charge to the government. 
It had branches established in every past of the 
Union and its bills were current as gold and 
silver, not only all through the United States 
but in many foreign countries. It was under 
the immediate supervision, but not under the 
control of—the United States government. [ft 
was its pride as well as its duties, to make the 
Exchanges between the most distant parts of 
one country as nearly equal as possible, and 
the simple fact that its own bills were current 
everywhere preyented the Directors, if they 
were so disposed, from charging exorbitant ex- 
changes. But it is needless to enlarge for ev- 
ery body remembers how bank business was 
done for ten years preceding the removal of the 
deposites—and every man, but a political parti- 
zans or a “ poping jay’’ political lecture, hike 
your Rantoul and your Cushing, would be 
glad to see those good old times back again. 

The United Srates Bank is.a state imstitu- 
tion. It bas nothing to do with the govero- 
ment money. It has no branches except for us 
own convenience—lIts bills are not and never 
were enti:led to any more credit than those of 
other large state Banks. It is not under the 
supervision of the general government to any 
useful extent—and, most important of all, the 
directors deem it their duty to obtain the higa- 
est possible rates for internal exchanges. 

The two institutions in their main and most 
important features are diametrically opposed to

The great militia bill of last year, which cost a 
thousand dollars to print, has been again introduced. 
Several young lawyers were employed in turn to wade 
through the fifty sections, finishing the job in the 
course of five hours labor. It passed to a second 
reading, with the alterations, that the term of service 
be lengthened to thirty-five years of age—fines to be 
collectad by court martials, and paid to the clerks of 
the courts before which they are proved, instead of 
into the State Treasury. Its passage to a third read- 
ing was refused, consequently the bill was defeated. 

| Mr. Tarbell from the committee on reduction of 
State expenditures has reported. The amount of re- 
auction is about thirty thousand.

The first act passed by the first Congress 
assembled under our constitution, recognised 
the right, the power and the duty of govern- 
ment to protect domestic industry, thus show- 
ing to the mechanics of New England that 
their construction of the terms of that instru- 
ment was correct, and their confidence in those 
who were to administer it was not misplaced. 
Every administration since, down to President 
Jackson, has not only admitted the constitution- 
ality, but also the propriety of protection to this 
great interest. 

True it is, that many important branches of 
tic industry found sufficient protection in 
e tarifl—and for many years the ques- 
, abered, but it was never lost sight of 
or forgotten. Under Jefferson and Madison, 
the loudest advocate of free trade never thought 
of repealing the duty on raw cotton or of ad- 
mn tting foreign ships into our ports on the same 

as our own. It was not till cotton had 
become one of the great staples of our export 
le and was placed entirely beyond the fear 
competition, that the southerner 


ol ioreigon 


would have listened with temper to any propo- 
sition for a reduction of the duty on that arti- 
cle. And it was not till experience had proved 


the superiority of our ships and seamen over 
foreigners, that the thought of reciprocity trea- 
ties was ever indulged in. Even at this cay 
our shipwrights are jealously protected, and we 
cannot purchase a foreign built ship, were she 
offered at our own wharves at half her value, 
and sail her ander the American flag. 

Now let this system be abandoned—give us 
free trade indeed and the shipwrights of Quin- 
cy and Cohasset must abandon their occupa- 
tien and find employment in other business, or 
emigrate to the Provinces of New Brunswick 
and Nova Scotia, where ship timber can be had 
for the cutting, and ships can be built ¢tawenty- 
Jive per cent. cheaper than in Massachusetts. 

The fisherman is protected by a bounty of 
four dollars per ton and a duty on the importa- 
tion of foreign fish. Abandon this system and 
he too, will find it for his interest to leave his 
home and carry on his business on the shores 
of Nova Scotia, Cape Breton, Prince Edward's 
Island and Newfoundland—where the fish come 
up to his door and may be taken and cured 
without the expensive outfit he now incurs, for 
he never can compete with the inhabitants of 
those countries when our market is thrown open 
to them on equal terms.

BOSTON CORRESPONDENCE. 
Boston, March 18, 1840. 

The doings of our Legislature, since the date of my 
last communication, have been of much importance. 
I will glance at the most prominentofthem. The pro- 
posed amendment of the State Constitution has met 
with the concurrent action of two successive Legisla- 
tures, two thirds of the House of Representatives and 
a majority of the Senate, and awaits only the sanction 
of the people to become a supreme law of the land. 
The amendment you know embraces four distinct 
propositions, the most important of which relates to 
the House of Representatives—and it proposes that 
all towns having twelve hundred inhabitants shal! be 
entitled to one representative and fur every additional 
twenty-four hundred inhabitants one additional repre- 
sentative. It admits of grave objections of which I 
can only give a bird's eye view. One hundred and 
five towns in the State have each less than twelve 
hundred inhabitants, which by this new arrangement 
will be virtually disfranchised from an annual repre- 
sentation. Again,a town of thirty-five hundred and 
ninety-nine inhabitants will have but one representa- 
tive, while a town about ene third less will be as fully
